evening when Calvin Mons, the 1 year 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. Charley Mons 
of Munson, died after an illness of 
only 48 hours. 
Calvin is the second 


son of Mr. and MrsMons to die from 
th'e dreaded disease, his seven year 
old brother having

evening after two days illness. 
All 


precautions are being taken to pre- 
vent the sister of the two victims 
from catching the disease. 


The younger son was taken sick 


last Tuesday and after a careful ex- 
amination, the malady was declared 
by Dr. S. C. Stewart, state medical in- 
spector, to be infantile paralysis. The 
older son was immediately removed 
from the house being taken to the 
home of his grandmother where there 
were no children. It was thought this 
would prevent the child from 
being 


attacked by the disease, but on Satur- 
day morning Calvin took sick and the 
doctor pronounced it infantile paraly- 
sis. 


Dr. Thompson, of Philipsburg, the 


family's doctor, was called early Sat- 
urday as the child was complaining of | 
pains in his head and trouble in his j 
;hroat. 
When the doctor arrived, he « 


thought it to be only an ordinary ill- 
ness although his temperature WRS 
about 102 degrees. 
Later in the day 


;he doctor was again summoned and 
he found that the child had become 
laralized. From all appearances he 
lad contracted the disease from his 
brother or had gotten it 
from the 


same source as his brother.

Dlvera Have to Oo When Milady 


Want* Certain Decoration for 


Her Headgear. 


To the bottom of the Chesapeake
